RAiLROADS HAVE TO FURNISH 


DRINKING CUPS ON TRAINS 


Because of the new state law which 
the state legislature has recently en- 
acted every passenger car or train that 
is used in transporting people will 
have to be provided with free paper 
drinking cups. The new law is as 
follows: 
"No railroad car in which any pas- 
senger is permitted to ride for more 
than ten miles of continuous passage 
in one general direction shall be oper- 
ated unless there is provided for 
.every passenger therein, at all times 
during such operation, opportunity to 
obtain a paper drinking cup not there- 
tofore used by any person, free of 
charge." 
The company have published a new 
manifold book for the report's of the 
conditions of the engines, one sheet 
of which is pink and this is to be 
used as a reference for engineer vor 
inspector who makes out the reports. 
The pink sheet has a carbon back 
which will take an impression in case 
of dispute, and there will also be a 
white sheet in the book with a .space 
on the back on which the mechanics 
report work 
done. 
Foreman and 
others who have charge of the reports 
are to only accept the white sheets. 
Instructions have been issued to all 
stations to the effect that whenever 
a station is clsed the operator must 
place a card in a conspicuous place 
showing where he will be during the 
absence. 
This is to prevent delays 
in case of emergencies. 
Orders have been received from the 
division officers that all trainmen are 
to warn occupants of the bunk cars 
when they are to move them in order 
to give.the occupants time to prepare 
for the jolting. 
Several complaints 
have been received from the section 
men that their slumbers were dis- 
turbed and when the engineer was a 
little reckless in his switching, the 
shock marred the furniture.

JESUS A TRUE FRIEND 


"Christ 
Established 
The 
Mightiest 


Kinddom 
With 
Love—Was 


Poorest Of Poor. 


"Love is far greater than any other 
power in this world,1' was the state- 
ment of Rev. C. J. Roberts in 
his 
Sunday morning sermon at the United 
Brethren 
church. 
"Napoleon 
and 
Charlemain established vast empires 
by force, but Christ established the 
great kingdom of the world by Love," 
continued Mr. Roberts in explaining 
his text, the'39th verse oE the first 
chapter of St. John. 
In the history and mission of John 
the Baptist who pointed out to his 
disciples that Christ was their true 
leader and was unselfish enough to 
realize that Jesus was the saviour and 
for the second time instructed his fol- 
lowers that Christ's love was to be 
their saving. On noting the words of 
the bible on the actions of the 
new 
disciples of Christ who left John the 
Baptist to follow the teachings 
of 
Christ, Andrew brought his 
brother 
Simon to hear and see Christ and he 
too soon followed the "footsteps 
of 
Jesus. The Rev. Roberts paused from 
the Bible story and compared this to 
modern times as how it was a duty 
of every Christian person, who 
be- 
lieved that Jesus 
brings 
salvation, 
forgiveness and eternal life, to bring 
some brother of the world to gain the 
advantages of a righteous living." It 
is one of the greatest service to God 
for the people to have their heart open 
to opportunities of bringing sinners 
and unblievers to gain redemption." 
"Christ said to those diciples, Come 
to me as a personal friend," 
was 
quoted by the speaker arid noting on 
the words said: "True friends we all 
hope to have and friendship is one of 
the greatest factors in human life by 
the friendship of Christ is different as 
he will be a friend in the time of dire 
need, unfailing and steadfast. , 
"When Christ came to this world for 
his mission of saving our 
lives 
he 
could have come with a vast army of 
angles and a mighty force of other 
heavenly beings but instead he came 
as the humblest of the humble, the 
poorest of the poor, as he was born in 
a manger, and a carpenter in Nazar- 
eth. 
He could not lift up the lowly 
and sinful without gaining confidence 
into their hearts which was only pos- 
sible by being a poor man. 
The sermon of Rev. Roberts 
was 
taken from the words of the 
Bible 
where Christ said to the diciples when 
they asked his dwelling place, "Come 
and see." 
Christ the master himself 
was a persona] 
saviour and estab- 
lished his kingdom with the factor of 
Love which was more powerful than 
the sword of Alexander or the army 
of Caeser. 
, 


"Come and see His kindness to all," 
for when the fifty thousand people 
were hungry he performed the miracle 
and fed the multitude and when He 
came upon the widow weeping be- 
cause of the loss of her son his heart 
was touched and he brought life into 
the dead body. The sinful woman who 
was scorned by the diciples was for- 
given and blessed 
by the 
merciful 
Christ. "It is one of the 
greatest 
duties of the modern people to be un- 
selfish and have the proper spirit in 
making the -world better." 


Citing for example from the Bible 
Rev. Roberts quoted. the instance of 
the rich man who refused to give up 
his power and wealth to the poor to 
follow the teaching sof Christ. 
Com- 
menting on this, the speaker explained 
that he was of the opinion that if the 
rich merchant had said to Crist "Yes,: 
I believe in you and am ready to do 
as you bid, Christ would have refused 
to sacrifice his money but instructed 
him that his word speaks 
for his 
deed." 


" 'Come and see a man of courage," 
was spoken of by Rev. Roberts and 
called the attention of his audience to 
Christ's courage in denunciation of 
scribes and pharasees and calling the 
unbelievers by their right name. In 
noting on the scorning of the sinful 
women, the pastor said, "The finger 
of scorn keeps many 
sinners away 
from the love ot Christ and it should 
be the hope of every church member 
to aid to bringing some unbeliever to 
the heart of Christ and bringing sun- 
shine into their hearts where dark- 
ness dwelt before." 
Rev. Roberts closed 
his masterly 
sermon with the thought "There are 
members of the Church who commit 
sins of. omission and commission and 
it was "his duty as a, pastor to not 
only endeavor to keep righteousness 


in the members but held the other to 
come and see the work of the master 
himself.''

public hearing given by the commis- 
sion at Milwaukee on April 22, a 9] 3 
which was veil attended by the repre- 
sentatives o£ municipalities, gas and 
electric utilities, 
technical 
societies 
and journals, and of the Bureau 
o£ 
Standards at Washington. 


The suggested' rules were prepared 


by members of the engineering staff 
of the railroad .commission,, based on 
a thorough.study of ,tbe subject cov- 
ering the five years which has elapsed 
since issuing the original order estab- 
lishing stardards of service 


Without materially changing 
the 
stanuards. to be furnished by the gas 
and electric utilities of the state, the 
S?Ilsed ™les 
wiH define 
somewhat 
differently the practices of 
the utili- 
ties in order to maintain those stan'd- 
dards. The companies are given two 
months time to comply. 


. 
Gas Ser.vice Rules. 
The rules for gas service are de- 


tailed. Considerable attention, is giv- 
en to the. s.ubject of accuracy of eas 
service meters. 
The original 
stan- 


dards for. heating value are retained 
rhe minimum-, heating value

New. 
rules, are. provided for gas pres- 
sure variation. rThe. rule on-purity of 
gas. remains .unchanged.

.summaries .of. complaints is no longer 
necessary and is. dropped, but the com- 
plaint, records must still be kept, and 
be open for. public inspection. 


Service; Rules. 
. : 
A number, of-modifications are made 


in the rules regarding electric service 
No electricity, meter which registers' 
upon -'No Load" shall' be placed in 
serice or. allowed to. remain in ser- 
vice. 
Meters which register 
incor- 
rectly are prohibited, as. the rule speci- 
fying that meters having, an error in 
measurement in excess of 4 percent 
between one-tenth and the full con- 
nected load, are forbidden. 


Rules for tests are prescribed and 


all tests must be tabluated and com- 
pilations made monthly and annually. 


The new rule on 
request 
tests 
reads: "Each utility furnishing 
me- 
tered electricity serivce make a test 
o£ the accuracy of any electric meter 
upon request of the consumer, pro- 
ided the consumer does not request 
such test more frequently than once 
in six months." 


Where the consumer is not satis- 


fied with the company's test, provision 
is made for referee tests to be made 
by an inspector sent by the 'commis- 
sion.
